treal Goes Into History. 


50 0 ,0 0 0 SEE LAST SERVICES 


Procession 
Spectacular— Grandstands 


Collapse and Many Are Injured— 


Floral Offerings Very Profuse 


— 100 Trains Leave City. 


M ontreal, Sept. 12 — O ver 100,000 
person.-, laymen and clerical, formed 
the great procession which, from a 
spectacular point of \ iew closed the 
twenty-first Eucharistic congress. 
It 
is estimated that close to 500,000 peo­ 
ple were massed along the route from 
Place D ’Arm es to Fletcher's field on 
the mountain side. 
His eminence, Cardinal Vannutelli, 
w alking under a huge canopy and car­ 
rying a 
monstrance 
containing 
tho 
host, stood the journey from Notre 
Dame to the open air altar well, but 
it was evident that he was completely 
■worn out, and that a few moments 
more before being helped into his car­ 
riage after the ceremony, would have 
seen his collapse. 
Jlis calm, pleasant 
face was pale and drawn and he tot­ 
tered and almost fell as he ascended 
the altar steps. 
Other dignitaries in 
the procession, many of them eld had 
to be assisted before the end* of the 
route had been reached. 
Although the procession 
went 
off 
without a hitch there were many acci­ 
dents reported along the route. 
any 
enterprising citizens built grandstands, 
small flimsy affairs, along the streets 
on which the procession war to pass 
Although they were all inspected and 
passed -upon by the building depart­ 
ment, several of them collapsed. Boys 
fell out of windows, off fences and 
telegraph poles, and women tainted 
from the crush and heat. 
At 1:15 Sunday the mighty hells of 
Notre Dame announced to the waiting 
thousands that 
the 
procession 
nad 
started. 
It was nearly 6 o’clock when 
they pealed again, announcing that the 
host was leaving the church. 
In the procession 
the 
laity 
came 
first, marching by parishes or choirs 
or societies, or organizations, of one 
description or another. 
The delegates 
from all parts of the world were in­ 
cluded. 
Most of them wore no uni­ 
forms. 
A body of papal souaves in 
their baggy trouser.- and red aiiu grey 
uniforms, followed the police and fire­ 
men at the head of the procession, 
while another detachment brought up 
the rear. 
The lay brothers led the clerical 
division. 
Then came the frails, the 
fathers, the priests, all ttie different 
grades of the church, men «rom every 
part of the world. They were followed 
by choir hoys and a eolytes surplieed 
in red. 
Follow ing them 
came 
150 
bishops and archbishops, clad in all 
the gorgeous splendor of the Roman 
Catholic church 
Each bishop was at­ 
tended by two priests. 
The smell of incense and the sing­ 
ing of a boys’ choir announced the 
coming of the papal legate and the 
host 
His eminence walked under a 
canopy attended by P rirc e Do Croy 
and the other members of his staff 
Before him were young flower girls 
clad in red and blue satin, who cast 
flowers before the legate as he walked 
The flower- were offerings from all 
over the world, every Roman Catho­ 
lic parish having none something to 
contribute blossoms 
It was a bed of 
flowers his 
eminence 
walked 
upon 
from the church 
to the 
Champ do 
Mars. 
Follow ing the canopy were al­ 
tar hoys carrying candles, and then 
more hoys with incense. 
The Sixty-Fifth regiment of Mon­ 
treal. 
the

Cardinal 
Gibbons was the 
next 
dignitary

walk after the papal legate. 
After 
him was Cardinal Logue. 
Archbishop

field was reached, the benediction of 
the Holy Sacram ent took place, after 
which the clerg y went to the Hotel 
Dieu, where the holy host was placed.

could find no place to sleep or to eat, 
or the means of getting hack to their 
homes.
